To our generation has come the 


shocking discovery that men, aroused 
by radical agitators and fed by lying 
propaganda, could become so blind 
that they pursued their "class con- 
sciousness" down the dark alley of 
disloyalty to their country until the 
bombshell of an enemy victory burst 
upon them and they woke to find 
themselves working for board and

On the face of it, this sounds in- 


sane. 


But it has happened, and for all 


we know it is still happening—this 
tragic dissolution of nations in what 
a recent writer calls "The Age of 
Treason." 


Class agitation in our times be- 


gan with Russia. But it did not af- 
fect the world scene until Germany, 
unable to recover from the last war, 
found 
herself 
drifting 
into com- 


munism. 


Had Germany gone to Communism 


it would have been the end of Ger- 
many. But adroit minds among her 
ruling class seized upon communistic 
methods and turned thorp to their 
own account 
Communism 
would 


have-been -the-end of Germany—but 
the counterpart of Communism as ex- 
emplified by Germany now threatens 
to be the end of the world. 


What is it that bolsters up Ger- 


many's boast of military invincibil- 
ity? Just one thing—production. 


Production, whether of peace or 


war-time goods, is the one tiling that 
falters and stops when a nation is 
divided by radicalism, bickering and 
strikes. 


France found that out, tragically, 


this'time a year ago. And France fell, 


United, armed, and with production 


behind the lines going full blast, 
America is invincible. 


Disunited and strike-bound, how- 


ever, we are what the Japanese and 
the Germans call "just another piece 
of geography." 


All that America means to the 


rest of the world is the home of the 
fastest mass-production machines on 
earth. 


That, rather than lip-service to . 


flag, is the measure of our country's 
safety in these perilous times. And 
living up to that record of mechanical 
production is the one thing industry 
and labor will be held to account 
for—and held to account above all 
will be the government over them 
whose duty it is to 
appraise 
the 


foreign danger and take adequate de- 
fense measures here at home.

British Concede 
Enemy Penetrating 
Defense Lines 
Near Capital

Adolf 
Hitler's aerial invaders of 


Crete, reinforced by air-borne tanks 
and sea-transported troops, penetrat- 
ed British defense lines Monday in 
an attack west of Canea, the Crete 
capital, and 
Axis reports 
asserted 


that the British fleet had been driven 
off after suffering enormous losses. 


British Middle East 
headquarters, 


acknowledging Nazi inroads under co- 
ver of a violent assault by the Luft- 
waffe, said New Zealand troops were 
counter-attacking and that "severe 
fighting is continuing" in the Canea 
sector. 


The Germans now apparently have 


three strong footholds on the 160- 
mile long island—in the regions of 
Canea, Canadia and Retimo—and the 
Nazi high 
command 
reported 


steady flow of reinforcements" was 
arriving from Greek mainland bases 
100 miles away 


British general headquarters' des- 


cription of the German attack "west 
of 
Canea" presumably referred to 


the vicinity of Nazi-held Malemi air- 
drome. 


British "Tommies" along with fight- 


hardened Australians and New Zea- 
landers were said to have inflicted 
"heavy casualties" on the Germans in 
the seven-day-old struggle. 


£.,Crete Capital Destroyed 


Reports reaching Cairo said that 


over the week-end the Nazi Luft- 
waffe had bombarded Crete's princi- 
pal cities on a terrific scale, com- 
parable to the bombing of Rotterdam, 
Holland, when Hitler's invasion arm- 
ies stormed into the Lowland countr- 
ies last spring. 


These reports said Crete 
natives 


escaped severe loss of life by tak- 
ing shelter in the island's caves. 


London sources disclosed that British 


marines are now engaged in the bat- 
tle but they declined to say whe- 
ther substantial reinforcements were 
being landed to fight the Nazi invad- 
ers. 


In London a British spokesman said 


fighting on the island Sunday was 
"quieter" but he cautioned Britons 
against thinking "the German bolt 
was shot." 


Dispatches from Rome said Ger- 


man troops had been landed on the 
island from ships protected by the 
Italian navy convoyed through wa- 
ters the British fleet had guarded. 


The British acknowledged that a 


few sea-borne reinforcements might 
have landed but said they were in- 
significant.

time, that will be abolished as a 
means of saving and- whatever changes 
are made will be in the interest of the 
taxpayers and patients," he said. 


Dr. Kolb said he would take over 


his duties on or about June 15, with 
offices in Little Rock, 


The local man has long been con- 


nected with state hospitals, having 
served as a member of the board of 
control of the Louisville Neuropathic 
Saniturium eight years before coming 
to Hope in 1931. 


He was appointed by Gov. Futrell 


to the board of control of the Arkan- 
sas institution and served until April 
1935, when he was appointed super- 
intendent of the hospital. He served 
as superintendent 
until 
March 1, 


1937. 


Dr. Kolb sponsored a recent legis- 


lature bill to reorganize the state hos- 
pital. The bill passed the house and 
lacked on vote for senate approval.

tained their 21 birthday. 


Registration will take place in the 


United States, Hawaii, Puerto Rico, 
and Alaska. 


Every male citizen and alien resid- 


ing in these areas register if he has 
reached his 21 birthday since the first 
registration.

'Democracy Can't 
Be Imposed by 
Force1 He Says 


ATLANTA—(/T)—Joseph P, Kenne- 


dy, former United States ambassador 
to Great Britain urged over the week- 
end that the United Stales "not be 
deluded by any claim that self-in- 
terest should make us guardians of 
the peace of the rest of the world." 


In an address prepared for the Ogle- 


thorpe University commencement ex- 
ercises, Kennedy said "the crusaders' 
argument for war is the silliest of all" 
and asserted that "democracy cannot 
be imposed by force or otherwise*" 


"In our very attempt at this colossal 


crusade," he said, "we would end In 
failure and disgrace abroad, in dis- 
illusionment and bankruptcy at home. 


"We cannot, my fellow Americans 


divert the tides of the mighty revolu- 
tlbn now sweeping Asia and Europe. 
They were not of our making and 
they will not be subject lo our control, 
no matter how courageously or cx- 
haustingly we strive to subject them." 


He also urged the nation to beware 


of slogans and said this country should 
not becpme a belligerent "just be- 
cause we hate Hitler and love Church- 
ill."

BERLIN —(/P)— German air and 


Italian naval and air forces com- 
bined to sink 11 "enemy" cruisers, 
eight destroyers, one submarine and 
five torpedo-boats, and damaged one 
battleship and several .more cruisers 
and destroyers in the ^eastern Med- 
iterranean since last Tuesday, the 
German 
high command 'announced 


Monday. 
; 


In addition to this summary of the 


fighting since the battle of Crete 
began the war bulletin said that Sun- 
day the Luftwaffe 
blasted 
British 


positions on the island itself setting 
munition dumps afire and destroying 
two merchantmen in nearby waters. 


Six British planes were declared 


destroyed in Siinclay's air fights, in- 
cluding three bombers and three chas- 
ers, with an additional three RAF 
plane sdestroyed on the ground. 


In the forays against the British 


Mediterranean fleet since the battle 
started, the Germans' said, the Luft- 
watfe accounted 
for seven of the 


British cruisers, including some anti- 
aircraft cruisers, and the Italians de- 
stroyed four. 


Nazi airmen, the high command re- 


ported, hit the battleship 
and se- 


veral cruisers and destroyers, and the 
Italians were said to have 
several 


other ships.

Court Passes 
on Elections 


Says Government 
Has Power to

WASHINGTON (I?)— The supreme 


court held Monday the federal gov- 
ernment had power to regulate elec- 
tions including the state primary to 
select a nominee of congress. 


Justice Stone delivered the four-to- 


3 decision involving the question de- 
scribed as of "paramount importance." 


Justices Murphy, Douglas and Black 


voted against the decision and Justice 
Hughes did not vote.

not been passed on' in any previous 
decision of the court, including liti- 
gation involving Senator Truman New- 
berry of Michigan.

VICKY, France— (fP)—General 
Wey- 


gand, generalissimo of France in the 
days of her defeat and now com- 
mander of all Vichy forces in North 
Africa, has thrown his support behind 
the Petain government's plan for col- 
laboration with Germany, it was dis- 
closed over the week-end.

Both cotton nnd corn* require large 


amounts of nitrogen for their best if 
growth. Cotton will usually respond 
profitably to an application of 30 to 
35 pounds of nitrogen per ncrc, find 
corn usually returns a profit on til- 
most as much 
nitrogen 
per ncrc. 


(Thirty pounds if the quality of nitro-,k 
gen contained In about 190 pounds of1- 
nitrate of soda, and 145 pounds of sul- 
fatc of amnonla or cynnnmid.) 


The use of 16 pounds of nitrogen 


per acre ns a side dressing, in ad- 
dition to 16 pounds of nitrogen ap- 
plied under the cotton in the form of ft 
400 pounds of 4-10-4 fertilizer per acre, 
resulted in an average increase of 
about 78 pounds of seed cotton per 
acre more than the 4-10-4 alone in 
over 500 cotton fertilizer studies con- 
ducted by the University of Arkansas „ 
College of Agriculture in 71 counties ™ 
of Arkansas, according to Charles F. 
Simmons, 
the 
College's Extension 


agronomist. 


Farmers whoso cotton yields have 


been reduced because of wilt and rust 
can control these diseases to some ex- £ 
tent by the use of potash. I C enough 
potash was not applied before plant-

Mr. Simmons said that extra 


ootash in the form of muriate of pot- 
ash can be applied as a side dressing 
at the same time extra nitrogen is an- _ 
plied.
